Trouble Arose Over the Selection of 
Commander for Hospital Ship — 
Rixey Wanted Medical Ofti- 
eer and Got Him Over 


Protest of HBrownson, 


Washington, December 25.—That »« 
serious breach exists between the bue 
of navigation and the bureau of 
medicine of the navy, involving the 
question of the responsibility of the 
latter bureau, was made apparent to- 
night in a statement issued by Surgeon 
Ceéeneral Presley M. Rixey, of the navy, 
in which he touches upon the circum- 
stances leading up to the probable $S$e- 
lection by the president of a medical 


officer to command the hospital ship 


Relief over the protest of Rear Admiral 
Williard H. Brownson, chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, who yesterday sent 
his resignation to the president. While 
disclaiming exact knowledge as to the 
cause of Admiral Brownson’s resigna- 
tion, tne surgeon general's statement 
leaves little ,\room for doubt that the 
controversy he reviews was a potent 
factor. 

Kixey Wants Medical Commander. 


Surgeon General Rixey maintains that 
hospital ships, as a rule, always have 
been commanded py medica) officers, 
with a sailing, master and civilian crew 
for purposes of navigation. This par- 
ticular vessel, he says, formerly be- 
longed to the army and was always 
commanded by a medical officer when 
used as a hospital ship. In attempting 
to unify the medical services of the 
army and the navy, he says that at a 
joint army and navy board of medical 
officers which was convened by execu- 
tive order more than a year ago reconi- 
mended that hospital ships should be 
commanded by medical officers, ana 
that the recommendation was approved 
by both the secretary of war and the 
secretary of the navy in general orders. 


Since the civil war, he says, ali hos-. 


pital ships and medical 
the navy had been placed under the 
surgeon general of the army. He says 
further thst Japanese naval hospital 
ships were commanded by medical offi- 
cers after having tried line officers. 


Floating Hospitals. 


transports of 


These ships, he says, are simply float- 
ing hospitals, properly under the con- 
trol of the medical department, and 
should be conducted in peace exactly 
as in time of war. This is espectaliy 
so, he adds, because during war time 
line officers cannot be spared and do 
not and should not desire the command 
of these ships. He maintains that it 
always has been a doubtful question if 
the Geneva and The Hague |. agree- 
ments could guarantee the neutrality of 
these ships if combatant line officers 
and crews were aboard, and it was this 
doubt which prevented the Japanese 
during the recent war with Russia 
from using line officers on hospital 
ships. : 

“The internal administration of thé 
bureau of medicine and surgery,” he 
says, “has been, in my opinion, toe 
much interfered with by the bureau of 
navigation. This interference kas at 
times caused grave concern as to how i 
could meet the needs of those under 
our oare.”’ 


No Hospital Ship With Fleet. 


The hospital ship Relief, he says, 
should now be with the battleship fleet 
on its cruise, but he adds, “The bureau 
of navigation thought otherwise, and 
the fleet of fifteen thousand men, with 
{ts euxiliaries, is wthout a hospital 
ship and will be until it arrives at Mag- 
dalena Bay, more than three months 
from now.’’ 

He adds that he cannot understand 
why Admiral Brownson should be spe- 
cially interested in the officering of 
hospital ships, as his duties lie in an- 
other direction, and that he should not 
interfere in a matter pertaining entirely 
to the bureau of medicine and surgery, 
and therefore to be decided by the 
secretary of the navy. | 

Rear Admiral Brownson today turned 
over the affairs of his office to Captain 
McR. Winslow, who has been desig- 
nated to take charge of the work. He 
then said goodbye to his late associates 
in the office and returned to his home, 

Brownson Won't Talk. 


Admiral Brownson declined again to- 
day to discuss the reasons which led 
up to his resignation. Again he made 
it manifest that any information bear- 
ing on the subject must come from

A New Isthmian Hero? 

A recent dispatch from the isthmus 
of Panama is calculated to make the 
observant man wonder if the construc- 
tion of the canal has not developed 
the man of the hour in Colonel 
Goethals. Or, to put it more succinct- 
ly, is he the man who will go down 
to history as entitled to the largest 
share of credit for the completion of 
that gigantic enterprise? 

The dispatch states that according 
to statistics available, Colonel Goe- 
trals is breaking all records in the vol- 
ume of excavation. Count ten city 
tiocks out Peachtree street from the 
center of town, and imagine earth re- 
moved for this entire space to the 
cepth of forty feet, and you have the 
progress recorded on the canal last 
menth. 

The comparison will convey to the 
average reader some idea of the vast- 
ness of the project, and of the teem- 
ing army of workmen engaged on it. 

The dispatch also presents other 
parallels, showing the tremendous ex- 
penditure of energy on the canal strip, 
and demonstrating how far in advance 
of the old-world methods are the meth- 
cds of the Americans.

of man requires, and the word of God 
commands, one day as a day of rest 
are grounded the Sunday statutes of 
the several] states of the union.” 

Court decisions upholding Sunday 
lews, therefore, rest upon the require- 
ments of nature as well as the law of 
God; and our courts have declared the 
law of God a part of the law of the 
land. The United States supreme 
court, Mr. Justice Brewer rendering 
the opinion, has held that we are a 
religious people, and that Christianity 
is a part of our law. 

Physiologists have discovered that 
the human body undergoes complete 
change once in seven years. Apart 
from this, proof has been adduced 
that mind and body require relaxation 
and rest for one-seventh of the time; 
and as the Christian Sabbath is the 
most widely and generally observed 
day to this end, the courts have nat- 
urally recognized it is the time which 
should bé set apart to this purpose. 

Sabbath observance is, therefore, of 
civic as well as religious meaning and 
importance. 

It will not answer to drive the hu- 
nan machine steadily for six months 
o- six years, and then relax for the 
proportionate one-seventh, any more 
than it would to eat gluttonously at 
breakfast. time and then go without 
dinner and supper. 

It is the constant homeopathic dose 
in all things, otherwise well-discre- 
tioned moderation, which makes later 
2llopathic treatment unnecessary. 

So it is with rest—with relaxation 
from mental or muscular exertion— 
the wise distribution of which main- 
tains lengthened life, strength of 
mind and body. 

Whether it be viewed from civic or 
religious standpoint, or both, there- 
fore, the Sabbath unquestionably 
stands in foremost rank of our wisest 
and most beneficent institutions.

NEWS AND GOSSIP . 
OF NATIONAL CAPITOL 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 25.—(Special.)— 
The project which local residents of 
Washington have had in view since thé 
time when the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary has again been fa- 
vorably reported to the senate’ by the 
senate committey on public buildings 
and grounds. : 

The project is an aesthetic ang ar- 
tistic, @g well as a practical one. It 
has in wiew the purchase of all the 
property on the south side of Pennsyl- 
vania aivemue, betiween the avenue and 
the Mall, to ‘be used as a pleasure ground 
for the present and as the location for 
new government buildings as they are 
needed, 

Government Department Scattered. 


The proposerg of the plan assure con- 
gress that the _Property can be pur- 
chased more cheaply today than will 
ever be possible in future. They point 
to the imipressive effect mhich will be 
produced by a long row of imposing and 
architecturally attractive buildings 
stretching from the botannical gardens 
to the white house grounds. 

At present, government departments 
are scattered all over the city, in of- 
fice buildings and out of tthe way places. 
The main offices of the department of 
commerce and labor arw on Founteenth 
street opposite the New Willard, but 
its various bureaus are quartered in of- 
fice buildings in all parts of town. The 
department of justice is using the old 
Vanderbilt house at Vermont avenue 
and K street. The interstate commerce 
commission is doing business in cramped 
quarters in the American Bank build- 
ing. 

The census office is in an sspreten- 
tious building at First and B streets. 
The civil service commission, the inter- 
national waterways commission, the 
isthmian canal commission and other 
subsidiary branches of the big depart- 
ments are scattered wherever they can 
find a roof to cover their deskg and doc- 
uments. . 

Should the plan for the purchase of 
the strip of propcrty between Pennsyl- 
vania evenwte and the Mall ever be put 
through, all these various bureaus would 
find accommodations in netw buildings 
as fast ag they could be erecteu. The 
property which the bill just reported to 
tthe senate proposes to halve the govern- 
ment acquire is valued at slightly less 
than $9,000,000. — 


Looking to Future. 
The the bill 
Says: 

“It is very imiportant that in the fu- 
ture all government buildings located 
at the national capital shall be built on 
itthig proposed purchase, and shall be of 
such harmonious ‘architecture and ar- 
rangements as will make the govern- 
ment buildings a combination of all that 
it beautiful and adequate to the wants 
The buildings could be 
constructed along varying architectural 
lines, and yet be entirely harmonious, 
thus affoding great possibilities for ar- 
chitectural accomplishment, as well as 
for the development of a plan that will 
greatly enchance the beauty and useful- 
ness of the nation’s home. 

“In the interval of the purchase and 
the actual use of the grounds for public 
buildings they could be used and méain- 
tained aS an attractive pleasure ground 
in ¢connection with the Mall, Much of 
this land to ‘the acquied can doubtless be 
purchaseg from the present owners, and 
that which cannot be so acquired can 
be obtained by the ordinary process of 
condemnation.,’’ 

Printed with the report is a map in- 
dicating the several blocks and their

EIGHT MILLION TAGS READY ~ 


FOR FERTILIZER OF STATE 


All arrangements have been perfected 
by Captain J. F. Johnson, chief clerk 
in the fertilizer office in the depart- 
ment of agriculture at the state capi- 
tol, for the sale of fertilizer tags which 
will begin immediately after the holi- 
days. In anticipation of this rush, Com- 
missioner Hudson has bought elght mil- 
lion tags, which have arrived and are 
stored in the capitol. 

These tags are placed ten to a ton of 
fertilizer, and twenty to a ton of cot- 
ton seed meal, the price of the first 
being one cent each, and of the latter 
one-half cent. The reason for the dif- 
ference is that fertilizer is sacked ten

sacks to the ton, and cotton seed meal 
at twenty sacks to the ton. 

The department finds that-the sale@ 
of cotton seed meal are increasing am 
nually, as the farmers are finding this 
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to be a most desirable fertilizer, in ade« * © 


dition to its well-known feeding value, 

It is from the sale of all these tag 
that the district agricultural schools of 
the state are supported, and the pro-«- 
ceeds derived this year will in all probae- 
bility be greater than ever, for the indi- 
cations are that the farmers will plant 
less cotton and fertilize more heavily.
